The Secretary of State office in Connecticut 
sponsors an award for a senior demonstrating 
exceptional work in community service. Toyota 
also sponsors a similar award for a senior nom- 
inated by their school and who demonstrates an 
outstanding academic record along with effective 
leadership and community service. Brian Tevlin is 
this years’ BHS nominee for the Toyota award, as 
well as the Secretary of State award winner. 

The Prudential Spirit of Community Award is 
given each year to a senior who has been nom- 
inated by their school and who demonstrates out- 
standing community service. This year Jessica 
Morel is the BHS nominee. 


Nationally scoring within the top five percent of 
their SAT tests, Colin Felth, Pat Mahoney, Kate 
Schneider, Melissa Griswold, Greg Caunt, and 
James Lescoe were recognized as National Merit 
semi-finalists.

Mr. George Hall is retiring after 36 
years as a teacher and long-time Ath- 
letic Director (AD) at BHS. He has 
taught history and sociology and was 
the History Department Head for five 
years. Over his career, Mr. Hall has, 
“interacted with many young people in 
a way that hopefully benefited the stu- 
dents in a very positive manner.” He is 
fortunate that the community has per- 
mitted him to do things that were worth- 
while. He has always been quick to as- 
sume positions of leadership and to use 
them in a very beneficial manner. While 
he was History Department Head, he 
initiated several programs that Mrs. 
Daniels has continued and expanded. 
He has taught thousands of students 
and continues to meet and recognize 
former students. He has always en- 
joyed teaching and says that it “never 
gets old.” 

When he became AD in 1974, BHS 
had eight varsity sports and McGee did 
not have an interscholastic athletic pro- 
gram. Today, there are 22 varsity 
sports at BHS and 12 at McGee.

Hall counts the consistent growth of 
Berlin’s athletic programs and facilities 
among his greatest accomplishments. 
He was involved in the development of

His goal has been 
to provide students with the opportunity 
to compete at the highest possible level 
and to learn from the very best teaching 
coaches. Mr. Hall played an active role 
in the recruitment and hiring of all Ber- 
lin’s head coaches except for Mr. Jim 
Day, who “snuck in the back door.” Mr. 
Hall has been extremely involved in the 
development, regulation, and adminis- 
tration of athletic programs not only in 
Berlin, but also at the regional, state, 
and national levels. He is most proud of 
the “Distinguished Service Award in- 
side the field of Athletic Administration” 
plaque he received in 1999 from the 
Connecticut Association of Athletic Di- 
rectors. He is very fortunate that every 
time he was nearing boredom, he was 
given a new challenge. He has coached 
many sports, and BHS teams have 
earned numerous conference titles dur- 
ing his tenure as AD. He is especially 
proud of the fact that BHS has won 
conference titles in many sports, includ- 
ing Berlin’s first conference titles in 
girls’ soccer, golf, cheerleading, and 
swimming over the last few years. Mr. 
Hall has demonstrated a very high level 
of dedication and achievement in both 
athletic and academic areas, but his 
objective has always been to challenge 
young people and to provide them with 
the best opportunities available.
